More people die every 
day, with an aggregate of probably 
much more actual suffering than was 
Involved ,in the fearful loss of life at 
St. Pierre. 
This particular calamity 


is only a drop In the bucket in the sum 
total of human misery. 


It does not help the problem to deny 


God. 
The misery remains, and the 


eprplcxity is worse than before. 


One cannot untangle the skein of 


destiny by throwing It into the lap 
of a blind chance. 
They who deny 


God are 
like men lost at sea who 


throw their compass 
away because 


they cannot see the stars. They steal 
the crutch from the lame and leave 
nothing in its place. The way of wis- 
dom is the way of faith 
"What I do 


thou knowest not now but thou shalt 
hereafter." 
"The Master holds the 


key." 
In closing Mr. Whitaker re- 


ferred to the value of such reminders 
in our rushing, materialistic life of the 
fact of death, which every sensible 
man is bound 
to reckon into his 


scheme of life. To live right is to be 
ready for either life or death. 
No 


man is really ready to live -who Is not 
ready to die. 


Tonight Mr. Whitaker will preach 


on the text, "A Wise Man's Heart Is 
at His Right Hand, but a Fool's at his 
Left."

Second, 
I believe that some branch of the government must 
be vested with the powet to fix prices of products 
or service upon which a monopoly or substantial 
monopoly has been established. I believe too, that 
some branch of the government must be empowered 
to remove the duties upon imports upon those com- 
modities respecting which competition no longer 
exists in our own country. 
Within the last three 


or four years human nature, fired by unwonted 
prosperity, and led by the kings of commerce, has 
proposed and has been endeavoring to accomplish 
objects which are intolerable in a free country, 
which do not tend to development, but to tyranny. 
The fundamental law of a healthy, vigorous, endur- 
ing industrial life is competition 
There are but 


two forces that can safely be trusted to regulate in- 
dustry and commerce. 
The first is competition; 


the second law."

If the trust is 
well organized and secure in its power, it will not 
cease to plunder because it has to tell how much 
money it makes, or how it makes it. The essential 
facts on these two points are known now in the 
case of several trusts. The periodical auditing is 
only a safeguard to secure honest publicity, to 
guard against any falsifying by the trusts of the 
amounts to be given to the public. The third pro- 
posal is not of half so much consequence as it would 
be to stop the granting of rebates by the railroads. 
The interstate commerce commission knows this is 
a regular procedure. 
Commissioner Prouty says 


these rebates to the beef trust amount to $4,000,000 
a year.
